CAROLINE ISLANDS: AN 
OCEANIC MUSEUM 
Whatever the political future of the 
Caroline islands, which Japan seized 
from Germany, they are hound to be 
objects of scientific interest for gen­ 
erations to come. 
Who built the massive stone struc- 
lures which give evidence of a high 
degree of civilization at some p reh is­ 
toric time? 
What was tile origin of tho stone 
currency, some “coins" of which w eigh 
five tons? 
These are lint two of the many 
questions which these Pud fie island- 
of mystery present. 
The stone ruins extend from I’onnpe, 
an island toward tin* east of the group, 
to Yap, on tile west. 
Yap will he re 
called os the Island which figured so 
conspicuously In the peuce treaty dis­ 
cussion because of the proposal lo cede 
I*, to the United States. 
On Yap nre great stone terraces, em­ 
bankments ami 
roads, composed of 
neatly laid stone blocks, stone graves, 
stone platforms and enormous cham- 
liers resembling council lodges with 
gallies 
and 
tall 
pillars, 
frequently 
curved. 
I’onape is the ‘‘Pacific Venice.” There 
the ruins are partly submerged. 
Ap­ 
parently they once stood on an Island 
city, unless their site was connected 
with other islands before a terrific 
upheaval Inundated them. 
What remains today Is more thai 
alf 
a 
hundred rectangular 
walled 
-dels, projecting above the waters of a 
lagoon. There is tin outer lagoon, sep­ 
a r a t e by a breakwater three miles 
long. In all this construction huge ba­ 
salt blocks were used. 
Apparently 
they were untouched by Iron tools. 
Recent study has confirmed the belief 
that these mighty megalithic monu­ 
ments airedale the present native pop­ 
ulation of the Caroline*. 
Origin of the unique stone coinage 
Is not known. 
Shell money seems to 
have supplanted Hie unwieldy stone 
disks for “small change" long before 
the white man arrived. 
The stone 
“money” Is made from limestone or 
calcite. It probably was employed for 
primitive hanking rather than for gen­ 
eral circulation. 
Its security from 
theft was assured by Its weight. Spec­ 
imen* ore found piled about tile homes 
of native chieftains. 
Including reefs not Inhabited., tile 
Caroline Islands number more than 
500. 
Of the total land area of 390 
square miles 307 square miles Is rom- 


golu. or Tuak. Tn IOU" The Total pop­ 
ulation was about 55.000, and of these ; 
fewer than 400 were Europeans. 
The islands extend for about one ! 
thousand miles east and west. 
They 
lie more than fifteen hundred miles to 
the east of the Philippines aud about 
a thousand miles north of New Guinea. 


ODESSA: PARIS OF THE 
UKRAINE 
Before the war no city of the Near 
East save Bucharest so nearly resent- j 
bled Paris and Vienna In its hectic j 
night life as did Odessa, conspicuous 
in the fighting of Ukrainians, Poles j 
and Bolshevik!. 
Odessa had hundreds of sidewalk 
cafes, its municipal opera aud its pal­ 
aces of chance. It had more than half 
u million population, yet it is one of 
the newest cities in Europe. Moscow's 
history 
extends 
over 
a 
thousand 
years, that of Odessa only a little be­ 
yond u century. 
There is a unique analogy between 
Odessa and the capita! city of the 
United States. 
Both were started at 
about the same time—during the last 
decade of the eighteenth century—and 
both were begun because of the far­ 
seeing wisdom of the chief executives 
of the two nations. 
Perhaps the oddest coincidence is 
the fact that they both were planned 
by foreign civil engineers of the same 
nation. While Major L'Knfant was de­ 
vising the ‘‘city of magnificent dis­ 
tances’’ to Ik* erected on the banks of 
the Potomac, Voland, also a French­ 
man, laid out Odessa on the shore of 
the Black sea. While President Wash 
ington was dreaming into being t{p> 
beautiful city which hears his name, 
Czarina Catherine tile Great was spon­ 
soring the upbuilding of a municipal 
stepping stone toward the chief object 
of the Russian Bear’s stealthy tread— 
Constantinople. 
Like Washington, Odessa was laid 
out in the midst of a virtual wilder­ 
ness and swamp. 
An Isolated Turkish 
fort. Khajl-Bey, stood on the site of 
the present eity at the time, 1789, 
when It passed to Russia. 
In early 
years of the Christian era Greek colo­ 
nists had taken advantage of the tm) 
of Odessa. 
Until five years ago the railway dis­ 
tance between Odessa and Moscow was 
more than a thousand miles, but a new 
line, via Bakhmatch, reduced that dis­ 
tance to 814 tulles. 
The steamship 
(listnnei* between Odessa aud Constan­ 
tinople Is .’irk) miles. 
From its history It Is evident why 
Odessa was far from a typical Rus­ 
sian city. Mark Twain found tho only 
Russian things about It to lie flu* shape 
of the droshkl* and the dress of tin* 
drivers. 
Ile might have mentioner! the 
gilded domes of a few churches. There 
the Russian likeness ends. 
A few miles to the north and also to 
the southwest are three "llmnns,” or 
lagoons, famous for mini baths believed 
to benefit persons with rheumatism, 
gout nnd 
diseases. The most pop­ 
ular of these is 20 miles long, a mile 
wide, IO feet deep and lies 10 feet 
below the level of the Black wa.

THE ORIGINAL 
SKYSCRAPER CHURCHES 
Plans to erect In an American city 
ii “skyscraper church,” to be us«*d both 
tm a place of worship and an office 
building, recall that the ancient mon­ 
asteries of Thessaly are nature made 
sky sc rn liers, reached by unique ele­ 
vators. In a communication to the Na­ 
tional Geographic society 
Elizabeth 


Perkins describes these structures of 
the Greek church as follows: 
“There is a legend, perhaps it Is his­ 
tory, that there was once a ruler lu 
Constantinople who disliked his broth 
er and wished to banish bim to the re 
mot eat corner of his kingdom. 
Con­ 
sequently the tnonareh built a monas­ 
tery on a well-nigh Inaccessible moun­ 
tain in Thessaly and founded a broth­ 
erhood, about four hundred year* ago, 
In what seemed to be the uttermost 
corner of the earth. 
“The monastery was called 'Mete- 
ora,’ meaning ‘domicile of the sky.’ 
After the original was built 23 others 
grouped themselvea around and were 
inhabited for a while. 
They were, 
however, finally abandoned, with the 
exception of three which are still in 
use. 
“As we looked in wonder at one de­ 
tached pillar of stone we discovered 
on its seem ingly unattainable summit 
a building. 
This habitation of man, 
half natural rock and half artificial, 
seemed most extraordinary. Our guide# 
drew attention to the higher precipices, 
and as we grew accustomed to their 
outlines we saw on all aldea monas­ 
teries tucked Into the lodge* of the 
perpendicular walls. They are not all 
Inhabited today, hut they are there, 
hearing 
testimony 
that 
man 
has 
climbed and hunt and lived on crags 
that seem impossible for goat* to 
climb. 
“The whole of the west plain of 
Thessaly lay at our feet, and the white 
mountains of the Plndos range rose 
rugged and Imposing before us. 
A? 
the base of the rock on which Trinity 
is perched, like an eagle's nest, our 
guides hallooed and beat with a stick 
on a tin can found in the hushes. Soon 
an answering call came back, and over 
the precipice, some three hundred feet 
above us, the peering faces of several 
monks were seen. Then something #er- 
Iientine flew Into the air, and as It 
dropped perpendicularly we saw dan 
gling from a coll of rope wdiat looked 
like a .-mall fish net. 
Down came the 
cable until it touched the earth at our 
feet, and the fish net proved to be a 
large sized rope hag which ojK-ned and 


spread out flat on 'tile ground. 
“One at a time we were invited to 
step into the middle of this net and 
squat Turk-fashlon. 
The edges wore 
gathered together onto a large iron 
hook, a shout was given and the net 
scared upward, while its occupant felt 
somewhat like an orange at the bot­ 
tom of a market woman’s hug. 
"The ascent takes Just three min­ 
utes. 
Occasionally the openwork ele­ 
vator swings into the rock with a 
hump. hut the monks at the top wind 
the windlass slowly, and the bumping 
does not hurt, and us a compensation 
the view grows more beautiful every 
second. At last the top was reached.” 


A MUSICAL ADVENTURE 
FOR AMERICA 
Newspaper 
dispatches 
state 
that 
there Is a plan afoot to have a na­ 
tional carillon at Washington, D, C„ 
as a tribute to the soldier dead. 
Contact with the men and women of 
Flanders has dire* ted American at­ 
tention to one kind of music, vital In 
the national lives of these people, 
which cannot even he heard lu this 
country. 
A carillon la made up of a set of 
tower belli attuned to th * intervals 
of the chromatic scale, usually cover­ 
ing a range of four chm aves. To attain 
such a range the hell producing the 
lowest note must weigh several tons, 
while the smallest weighs scarcely 
twenty pounds. The hells are connect­ 
ed to a ke>hoard or to a clockwork 
mechanism which causes their clap­ 
pers to strike. 
Producing music from the hells re­ 
quires great skill and dexterity on the 
part of the bellmaster, for lie must use 
Ids feet for the larger hells, and the 
muscles of both his wrist and elbow 
are brought Into play In producing the 
tremolando effect usually given. 
A 
fine carillon Is not the result of a 
chance molding of metal hut its mak­ 
ing Is as much an achievement w rought 
by a wise combination of excellent ma­ 
terial and deep thought as a Stradl- 
vurlus. Lovers of carillon music cum 
pare the tones to those of a pianoforte 
In delicacy and to an organ In majesty. 
When touched by the hand of a master 
like Den.vn, the wizard of Malines, the 
music seems to come veritably from 
the hen von s and to settle In peace and 
bencdJctJon over tin* surrounding coun 
try. 
Fix im the even rows of red topped 


roofs and the trees of the surrounding 
level spaces In Malines the immense 
tint-topped Gothic spire of St. Kotn- 
bnuld once arose. The cathedral dated 
from the thirteenth century and has 
for hundreds of years been known the 
world over for the remarkable silvery 
quality of its heils. So much attention 
had been given to making it the best J 
of Its kind that its bell makers gained ' 
wide reputations and the town itself j 
became the headquarters of bell found- j 
ing. 
The tower, 
vast 
and 
mysterious 


A g a i n s t the luminous sky, seemed to 
dominate the city. 
While compelling ^ 
the attention It stirred the Imagination I 
as It kept watch over Malines and j 
tolled the passing of the hours with ! 
Its hugest hell. 
When not attached j 
to the wonderful mechanism that con- j 
trolled the ringing of the carillon, this I 
bell required eight men to ring It. The j 
range of the bells of this carillon was 
great enough to admit of many diffi­ 
cult operatic selections. 
Today the 
majestic tower mingles its dust with I 
that of the ruined city over which it 
had for centuries guarded. 
The carillon of Antwerp possessed 
the greatest number of hell# of any In 
Flanders 
sixty-five. 
It has been said 
that from the cathedral tower on a 
clear morning 120 carillons could he 
seen.
